Ex-Viking QB sued (again) for sexual harassment

W arrenMoon’sthree years with 
the Minnesota Vikings were, 
professionally, pretty good. 
Personally, they were a 
disaster. In 1994, Moon was sued by a 
Vikings cheerleader, who claimed the Pro 
Bowl quarterback had offered her money 
for sex and hit on her at the bar where 
she worked. Moon said the claims were 
untrue, but settled the lawsuit out of court. 

The following year, while still with the 
Vikings, Moon was arrested for a domestic 
abuse incident that occurred at his home 
in Texas. Moon was accused of slapping 
and choking his wife, then pursuing her 
in a car chase when she fled their home. 
A criminal prosecution fell apart when 
his wife took the blame for the incident; 
they later divorced. 

Moon’s unseemly mid-’90s period was 


back in the news last week. A woman who 
worked for a sports marketing firm Moon 
owns accused him of repeated unwanted 
sexual advances. According to a lawsuit 
filed in California, the treatment was 
chalked up as just part of the experience 
of working for Warren Moon, who alleg¬ 
edly told her that his previous assistant 
at 1 Sports Marketing had “accepted the 
same arrangement.” 

That arrangement? Sleeping in the same 
bed as Moon on business trips, while wear¬ 
ing thong underwear at his request, as 
well as showering with the door open and 
allowing Moon to come and go from the 
bathroom while she was nude. 

Wendy Haskell, 32, also says Moon, 61, 
grabbed her crotch during one work trip 
and pulled off her bathing suit top dur¬ 
ing another. She further accuses Moon 


of slipping a drug into her drink during 
a trip to Mexico. 

The string of alleged events all hap¬ 
pened since last summer, when Haskell 
was given the job of executive assistant to 
Moon. When Haskell complained of her 
treatment to the company’s CEO, she says 
she was demoted. 

An attorney for Haskell told the Wash¬ 
ington Post the incidents were not reported 


to police because Haskell was “scared,” 
adding: “She had no idea that her job 
duties were going to involve that kind of 
perverse protocol.” 

After the news broke, the Seattle 
Seahawks announced that Moon would 
take a leave of absence from his job as a 
radio announcer on the team’s games. 

Moon has yet to address the lawsuit 
publicly. -MIKE MULLEN

Eighth Circuit of Hell 

Despite the spotlight on sexual harassment, a high court turns a blind eye 


E rin Maye Quade used to watch her 
mother get ready for work. Mom 
dressed up nicely for her job as a 
Wells Fargo vice president. The 
last thing she did every morning was pin 
one ear down with Scotch tape. 

It hid the damage done at an office 
Christmas party when, May Quade’s mom 
said, a drunken male colleague traipsed 
around the room, grabbing and kissing 
women. Maye Quade’s mom refused him 
and turned her head. In their struggle, her 
earring ripped through her lobe. 

“At that time, that was just some drunk 
guy being an A-hole,” says Rep. Maye 
Quade (DFL-Apple Valley), who last 
month came forward to say she’d been 
harassed by two fellow lawmakers. “Things 
are changing now. Things have changed 
even in the last couple years.” 

Not all those changes are good. The 
cultural wheel has turned, shedding from 
its spokes such luminaries as Kevin Spacey 
Matt Lauer, and Garrison Keillor. Both 
lawmakers who Maye Quade accused of 
harassment resigned. 

But most perpetrators aren’t famous, 
and their names don’t make for explosive 
headlines. Their victims are supposed 
to have their day in court. The wheel is 
turning there, too—in reverse. 

In 2014, Denise Blomker was fired from 
her job as secretary in the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service’s Bloomington office. The 
official letter said Blomker was being ter¬ 
minated for calling a supervisor a “god¬ 
damned fucking liar” and grabbing his arm. 

In a lawsuit alleging a “hostile work 
environment,” Blomker had a different 
story to tell: She’d suffered through years 


of sexual harassment by two co-workers. 
According to the lawsuit, one day, a man 
came walking toward her with a “smirk 
on his face” and stood “extremely close.” 
When Blomker looked down, she realized 
he had an erection. 

After another incident when she felt 
the man had violated her space, Blomker 
complained to supervisors, loudly: ‘What 
does that man have to do, rape me before 
anyone does anything?” She was “written 
up,” according to her lawsuit. 

In the same lawsuit, Blomker would 
accuse a second man of deliberately spread¬ 
ing his legs wide and picking at the seam 
“in the crotch of his pants” while they 
spoke. She also accused him of carrying 
on a conversation while he had a visible 
erection. 

Did these things really happen, as Blom¬ 
ker says? We’ll never know. In the agenc/s 
defense, the U.S. District Attorney’s Office 
argued that even if the claims were true, 
her treatment was not “severe and perva¬ 
sive” and was not “objectively offensive.” 
A judge agreed—the men’s behavior was 
“vile and inappropriate,” maybe, but not 
“actionable harassment”—and dismissed it. 

Blomker appealed to the Eighth Circuit 
Court. Last year, a three-judge panel threw 
her case out in a 2-1 decision, observing at 
one point that “none of [Blomker’s] alleged 
incidents involved actual touching.” A guy 
with a hard-on was no big deal. 

The ruling cited previous Eighth Circuit 
findings 20 different times. Among them: 
a case where a man called a co-worker 
frequently at home and left romance novels 
in her office mailbox. One where a man 
said a woman would “advance profession¬ 


ally” if she got him off. And one where a 
man called a woman “baby doll” and told 
her over the phone “she should be in bed 
with him.” None of these were consid¬ 
ered harassment. Why would Blomker’s 
experiences be? 

This is not the court Jean Boler remem¬ 
bers. She was a lawyer on Jenson v. Eveleth 
Taconite Company, a class-action case 
where more than a dozen women sued 
their employer for near-constant sexual 
harassment in the late 1980s and early1990s. 
(Their story was later told in numerous 
books and the movie North Country^ The 
atmosphere at the mine was chauvinist to 
its core. Porn hung from the walls, and men 
routinely propositioned or taunted female 
co-workers. Some treated the women’s 
bodies as theirs to touch whenever the 
urge struck. 

In a 1996 ruling, a retired Minnesota 
judge granted the victims amounts between 
$2,500 and $25,000. They appealed to 
the Eighth Circuit, which threw out the 
paltry awards and sent the case to a jury. 
“Money cannot make these women whole,” 
the court wrote, but victory could teach 
businesses that “such hostility will not 
be tolerated.” 

The mining company ducked a jury 
trial, instead settling for a combined $3.5 
million. 

Two decades later, Boler would be less 
confident about bringing such a suit. “I have 
wondered what would have happened to 
the Jenson women in this climate,” Boler 
says. “It is questionable that they would’ve 
been successful.” 

What happened? Elections. Of nine 
judges currently on the Eighth Circuit,

eight of them, all men, were appointed 
by Republican presidents. A ninth, Min¬ 
nesota Supreme Court Justice David Stras, 
will soon join them. Federal appeals court 
judges are appointed for life. 

“Things have really swung the other way, 
with judges now extremely skeptical of 
employees’ claims against the employer,” 
says Boler. “It’s a warning... that society 
is way ahead of the court on these issues 
right now. It reminds me of gay rights, 
and marriage equality, where the courts 
had to come along with society.” 

Or be instructed to. By creating a stron¬ 
ger, clearer, federal anti-discrimination 
employment law. Congress could help. 
But it won’t. 

Erin Maye Quade wants to turn 
unwanted attention into momentum. She 
thinks now is the time for Minnesota to 
address sexual harassment. It could start 
by rewriting the Minnesota Human Rights 
Act, where judges somehow think a ban 
on “intimidating, hostile, or offensive” 
behavior still allows a guy and his erection 
to march right over to the next cubicle. 

When her bill gets a hearing, the line 
to testify might run out the door.E

E ver try to list your top 10 
albums for the year while 
the world is on fire? 

The old cliche that music 
offers us refuge during dark 
times has gotten a real 
workout recently And as 
2017 peppered us with a 
rat-a-tat of crummy news you know 
too well for me to need to rehash here, 
nobodyd begrudge us that balm, whether 
it came from a pop hit that unexpect¬ 
edly reduced you to tears during your 
morning commute or from shouting 
along a familiar chorus in the midst of 
a crowd at First Ave. 

Music criticism, though, the nitpicky 
act of sorting the great from the good 
from the gunk? It gets little enough 
respect in the coziest of historical 
moments. If fiddling while Rome burns 
is irresponsible, critiquing the fiddler’s 
performance is downright perverse. 

So allow me to justify my existence 
(or at least my profession). Music isn’t 
just about escape, isn’t only the comfort 
food we turn to in panicky moments. 
It’s also, to use a scary word, art—maybe 
even (gulp) Art. It offers examples of 
how to live in the world, and scrutiniz¬ 
ing our tastes to determine what we 
value says a lot about who we are and 
what we want. 

And this year, what I personally valued 
more than ever was directness. I heard 
it in the way Alabama native son Jason 
Isbell came to grips with his privilege 
singing ‘White Man’s World” at St. Paul’s 
Palace Theatre, the historic venue whose 
reopening was the most heartening local 
music news of the year. I heard it in the 
way Providence indie radicals Downtown 
Boys ridiculed our calamity-in-chief’s 
racism with ‘A Wall” at Minneapolis’ 
Triple Rock Social Club, whose closing 
was a real punch in the gut. 

Oh, the Triple Rock. The demise of 
the punk-friendly Cedar Avenue venue, 
especially coming so soon after the death 
of Hiisker Dii’s Grant Hart, made a grim 
year grimmer, and it contributed to a 
prevailing musical mood in town that 
was often even more retrospective than 
usual. We finally got a live Replacements 
album worth listening to, and a Hiisker 
Dii box set, and we fretted over the fate of 
Prince’s vaults. There was vital contem¬ 
porary music all around us still—locally 
and nationally—but the direction it was 
headed was anybody’s guess. 

Whether or not that future turns 
out to be female, like the T-shirt says, 
the present certainly is. If speaking the 
truth felt as though it had little impact 
in so many areas of public life this year, 
the effect of women facing down their 
abusers rejuvenated the promise of the 
suddenly all-too-relevant writer Mar-

garet Atwood that “a word after a word 
after a word is power.” Long before the 
unmasking of predatory males earned its 
own hashtag, an accusatory tone reso¬ 
nated throughout music, from Minnesota 
singer-songwriter Mary Bue’s unsparing 
recollection of sexual assault on her sim¬ 
mering ‘Tetty Misdemeanor” to Kesha’s 
monumental power balled ‘Traying.” 

Even songs from women that weren’t 
explicitly ‘‘political” felt like protests in the 
way they addressed men. Amber Coffman 
asked, “How is playing it safe working 
out for you?” on her open-hearted pop 
album City of No Reply. Katie Crutchfield 
warned, “Everyone will hear me complain” 
on Waxahatchee’s streamlined indie-rock 
record. Out in the Storm. Lorde murmured, 
“Bet you rue the day you kissed a writer 
in the dark” on her gloriously weird #1 
album Me/odrama. No sane man wanted 
to be on the receiving end of those lyrics. 

In fact, it could be as hard to predict what 
music would feel culturally significant in 
2017 as it was to guess what tomorrow’s 
breaking news might be. The heartfelt 
yet convoluted political ironies of Arcade 
Fire’s Everything Now felt as irrelevant as 
the expert yet petty celebrity head games 
of Taylor Swift’s Reputation. Listeners 
might not have been lashing out at white 
nationalism by replaying “Despacito,” but 
a Spanish-language song rising to the top 
of the charts felt like a symbolic victory 
regardless, just as the l 5 n:*ics to Migos’ end¬ 
lessly memeable hit “Bad and Boujee” 
seemed right at home when transformed 
into an anti-Trump slogan at a protest 
downtown last winter. 

Similarly, stripper-turned-rap star 
Cardi B’s “Bodak Yellow” sounded like a 
battle cry when a crowd of women waiting 
for SZA to perform at First Avenue this 
summer chanted along to that surprise 
hit. That show was maybe the most cel¬ 
ebratory I experienced this year. With 
her elongated sing-song and wiry guitar- 
pop, SZA is at the forefront of a crop of 


African-American women—Syd, Kehlani, 
our own Lady Midnight—whose music is 
so varied that to lump them together as 
“R&B” feels reductive. 

And there were reminders that white 
guys sometimes still have something to 
offer. If the wry lounge-pop of the gen¬ 
teel-voiced Swede Jens Lekman were 
any whiter it’d make you snow blind, but 
his Life Will See You Now rang out with 
a sense curiosity and pleasure in sharp 
contrast to the cruelty of the day, as did 
the crafty, country-tinged observations 
of local veteran singer-songwriter Dylan 
Hicks’ Ad Out. 

If I seem overly focused on lyrics here, 
let me point out that my favorite album 
of 2017 has no words at all. Jlin is a Gary, 
Indianasteelworker who reworks the dense

Chicago electronic dance style known as 
footwork on Black Origami. These tracks 
felt as claustrophobic as your Twitter feed 
and offered no comfort or hidden escape 
routes, but in their rhythm and ingenuity 
was a sense of possibility, a suggestion of 
how to navigate the funhouse of current 
events we’re all trapped within. 

Because let’s face it, the world is never 
not on fire—it’s just that the more comfort¬ 
able among us only notice when the flames 
spread far enough to singe us. And when 
that happens, any song that can make you 
feel a smidgen less helpless is a necessity. 
But any song that challenges you is even 
better. Music isn’t going to change the 
world for us, after all. But it might help us 
imagine how we want it to change.

Whiskey Junction announces that it will 
close at the end of 2017. The bar’s owners 
blame Minneapolis’ recent decision to 
increase the minimum wage to $15—though 
that will not take full effect till 2024. 

The Whittier dive bar Mortimer’s, under 
new ownership, begins booking live music. 
Punk veterans Likehell will headline the 
first show on December 27, which is also 
the birthday of late Mort’s doorman Ron 
Upton. 

In its annual “Year in Band Names” 
feature, the A.V. Club commends three 
Twin Cities bands for their monikers, 
including the Controversial New ‘Skinny 
PIN.’ “I believe it was City Pages earlier 
this year that mused aloud whether we 
would even still be a band by the end of 
the year, and while we have in no way 
exploded in popularity since then, we 
haven’t exploded apart either,” the band’s 
Skyler Nowinski tells us.

THE VEGANS ARE COMING 

And they want you to eat their delicious food

I f you have forged a blood bond with 
an order of carnivorous brethren and 
will only ever use the word ‘Vegan” 
as a punchline, please stop reading. 
This really isn’t for you. 

If you are vegan, or curious about vegan¬ 
ism, or even willing to try something differ¬ 
ent: Welcome. We’re here to talk about J. 
Selby s, the plant-based eatery that opened 
this spring in St. Paul. 

But of course, if you’re a vegan, J. Selby s 
needs no introduction. You’ve likely been 
there for dinner, lunch, and weekend brunch. 
You likely also know by now that this is 
not vegan fine dining, the gastronomical 
plant-based plate-art you’ve been not-so- 
patiently waiting for all this time. This is 
the American burger without the meat; 
the classic cheesecake without the cheese; 
the breakfast sandwich without the eggs. 
This is vegan food for everybody. And it’s 
really quite good. 

Owner Matt Clayton came into the vegan 
restaurant business in an indirect and some¬ 
what harrowing fashion. He was a practic¬ 
ing surgeon in the Twin Cities until a brain 
tumor left him deaf 
in one ear, which 
in turn brought on 
balance issues that 
forced him to dis¬ 
continue his prac¬ 
tice. After getting an 
MBA and trying a stint in health administra¬ 
tion, Clayton took a blind leap: He earned 
his Plant Based Nutrition certificate, and 
started work on a vegan restaurant concept. 

Cla 3 Ton’s vision came into focus after 
dining at the vegan restaurant Green New 
American Vegetarian in Tempe, Arizona. 
‘T walked out saying, ‘This is exactly what 
we need in the Twin Cities. This is the kind 


of thing that makes plant-based eating 
acceptable to everyone—whether you’re 
plant-based or not,”’ says Cla 5 Ton. 

Back in St. Paul, he walked by the cor¬ 
ner storefront on Selby and Victoria and 
thought it was the perfect place for his 
vegan-for-everybody concept. So he talked 
to the owner, and after more than a year 
of prep, he opened J. Selby’s on April 17. 


It closed less than a week later. 

Within the first four and a half days, a 
crush of diners, two to three times as many 
as Cla 5 l:on had expected, descended on the 
fledgling shop and emptied its larders. The 
staff was shell-shocked. 

“We’d prepped all this food that we 
thought would get us through the first 
week and we more or less delivered it out 


the first day. We had no clue how many 
people would be coming through the door. 
We were literally out of food.” 

The hiccup, which only temporarily 
hobbled the business, was a sign of the 
demand for vegan food in the Twin Cit¬ 
ies—and how meagerly the market had 
risen to meet that demand. 

“It was really hard to gauge the demand 
in advance,” says Clayton. “When I was 
shopping for financing, I was frequently 
told by people that they did not believe 
there was a market for this sort of place, 
that if the market wanted it, it would already 
be there.” 

When it reopened on May 2, J. Selby’s 
was a different restaurant, not in terms of 
its menu or decor, but in nearly all aspects 
of its operations. Cla 3 l:on’s team was twice 
as big and more prepared, its processes 
more streamlined. 

Which is not to say that Cla 5 Ton opened 
without planning. For more than a year, he 
and then-chef Rick Bergdahl fine-tuned 
the menu. 

The preparation shows. J. Selby’s has 
finessed vegan versions of familiar dishes 
to entice any kind of diner. 

The biggest seller is the cauliflower 
wings—“We sold 1,400 baskets in Novem¬ 
ber”—followed by the Dirty Secret, a faux 
Big Mac that combines a patty from local 
vegan deli Herbivorous Butcher with cheeze 
(as dairy-free cheese is often called), special 
sauce, pickles, and onion. It’s different- 
earthier, more substantial than the glide- 
down-your-gullet fast food original—but 
delicious. 

That’s an accurate review of the entire 
menu: different but delicious. Plant-based 
facsimiles of your favorites—biscuits and 
gravy, cheesecake, nachos—will never taste

exactly the same as the original, of course. 
But if they tick the same boxes (crunchy and 
tangy; cool and creamy; spicy and buttery), 
and if you let yourself relax into something 
a little different, you might come to see 
how a diet without meat and cheese can 
work, regularly or at least occasionally, and 
still be fun. 

Take those biscuits and gravy, for instance. 
A wonderfully fluffy lump of buttery dough 
hides under a blanket of truly creamy, 
truly spicy gravy made with Herbivorous 
Butcher's breakfast sausage. And in the 
cheeze cake, best served cold for textural 
parity, you’ll find a rich and crumbly crust 
topped with a smooth, sweet, custard-like 
filling and tart raspberry drizzle. Different, 
but delicious. 

The nachos are enormous, piled with soy 
chorizo, nacho cheeze, vegan sour cream, 
guacamole, and pico. Wash them down 
with a beer and see if you aren’t satisfied 
in that way only a giant plate of nachos can 
satisfy. In a similar vein, the ample por¬ 
tion of street tacos with chorizo (a winning 
ingredient on this menu), pickled cabbage, 
and black beans hits the spot, with all the 
crunch and chew and salt and spice that 
you want from a taco. 

Where J. Selb/s struggles is in sourcing, 
an unforeseen wrinkle that Cla 3 l:on admits 
can get in the way of a consistent menu. (It’s 
a struggle made more difficult by the fact 
that J. Selby’s is also one of the few kosher 
restaurants in the city.) Even as we speak, 
an employee pops down to ask Cla 5 l:on if 
there are any more Herbivorous Butcher 
hamburger patties left. There aren’t. 

‘'Having Kale and Aubry from the Her¬ 
bivorous Butcher in town is awesome,” 
Clayton says. “The only difficulty we have 
is that they re a craft shop, they re not mass 
producing.” 

Sourcingis also one of the reasons Clayton 
says he earnestly wishes there were more 
competition in the Twin Cities. Companies 
make vegan products in food service sizes, 
but J. Selbys can’t get them because they re 
the only ones in the region requestingthem. 

All the same, this sleek, bright eatery is 
plugging along healthily. And speaking of 
healthily! Here we find ourselves at the end 
of the story, having uttered not one whiff 
of a lecture about the health, environmen¬ 
tal, and animal welfare benefits of a plant- 
based diet.

Sean Patton has been quite the world 
traveler lately. “I was in Norway, England, 
and Ireland,” he says, “and I did a month 
at the Edinburgh Comedy Festival.”

AN OLD HOPE 

Mark Hamill steals the show in Star Wars: The LastJedi

T he return of Star Wars may have 
been the most hyped movie event 
in years, but let’s face it: Episodes 
one through three set the bar 
extremely low. From Hayden Christensen’s 
acting to Jar Jar Binks’ existence, those 
movies were categorically awful. While the 
seventh installment. The Force Awakens, 
wasn’t aterrible movie by any means—more 
so a mediocre rehashing of the plot of A 
New Hope —it probably got more credit 
than it deserved for its vast improvement 
over predecessors. 

Yet, The Force Awakens laid a solid founda¬ 
tion for the latest installment. The LastJedi, 
and with Rian Johnson taking the helm, 
this picture shows marked improvement. 

Johnson’s previous film credits are rela¬ 
tively few for a director tapped to head the 
biggest franchise ever, but he has made a 
name for himself playing with genre conven¬ 
tions. Brick was a high school noir. Looper 
explored uncharted time travel territory. 
While here he’s constrained a bit by the 
Disney mantle, he is given some room to 
play. We haven’t been surprised by a Star 
Wars movie since the iconic “I am your 
father” line in The Empire Strikes Back, but 
Johnson aims to subvert, so for the first 


time in years we second guess ourselves. 

The Last Jedi picks up shortly after The 
Force Awakens, though it’s not quite linear. 
Finn (John Boyega) is receiving medical 
treatment. Poe Dameron (Oscar Isaac) is 
leading an attack on First Order ships with 
trademark devil-may-care attitude. And 
Rey (Daisy Ridley) is where we left her, a 
momentaway frommeetingLuke Slqwalker 
(Mark Hamill). She wants to learn from the 
fabled Jedi master and bring him back to 
the good fight. But Luke wants no part of 
her war and immediately tosses away the 
lightsaber Daisy had been carrying for him. 

Things are immediately more interesting 
than in the last movie. Mark Hamill has 
developed as an actor since 1977, and he 
proves his range as a man conflicted by his 
past, rather than a somewhat one-dimen¬ 
sional Joseph Campbell hero. This isn’tyour 
goodie two-shoes Tatooine whiner—as the 
plot unfolds and we chip away the mystery 
of what exactly happened between him 
and Kylo Ren (Adam Driver), Luke gets 
the nuance he’s always deserved. 

The broader issue for Star Wars is still 
that of stakes. While Johnson, as mentioned, 
was able to toy with rules to some extent, 
we still have a fairly traditional narrative. 
The story jumps back and forth, perhaps 
to its detriment, because every close shave

feels progressively more cliched. The Last 
Jedi clocks in at 2:30, but the timeline¬ 
hopping and multiple false endings make 
it feel much longer. 

Star Wars diehards will surely love that, 
because it means more time for insane space 
dogfights. And to Johnson’s credit, it’s a lot 
of story to pack into one movie. Incredibly, 
he’s found untapped ideas in a setting we’ve 
seen seven times before. 

The second movie in this trilogy may 
not pack the gravity of Empire, but it’s 
distinguishing itself as a big step up. The 
progress here—and its loose ends—leads 
us to believe that the ninth episode will 
be the best of the current bunch. 

And Disney seems happy: Rian Johnson 
is getting his own side Star Wars trilogy, 
which is really what the franchise needs. 
What made Rogue One so enjoyable is 
that it wasn’t limited by the grander story 
arc. You could kill people off on a Game 
of Thrones-esque whim. Besides, such an 
expansive universe deserves to be explored 
beyond one bloodline. A blank slate for 
somebody as talented as Johnson is cause 
for excitement. 03

Y OU may have forgotten thatAnnze 
is a Christmas show, but you’ll 
certainly remember by the time 
those plucl^ orphans are throw- 
ingtheir heads back and singingtheir hearts 
out like a caffeinated Peanuts gang. 

The seasonal setting isn’t anywhere so 
mundane as Whoville or Santa’s workshop: 
It’s a distant world where a Republican bil¬ 
lionaire pressures a Democratic president 
to push a massive government initiative 
that will create economic security for mil¬ 
lions—and never once does anyone use the 
word “entitlements.” 

That billionaire is Daddy Warbucks, 
played with gruff glee by Lance Roberts 
in the Ordway’s big-hearted new produc¬ 
tion of the 1977 musical inspired by Harold 
Gray’s Depression-era comic strip. Rob¬ 
erts’ Warbucks is just as rambunctious as 
Carly Gendell’s Annie, and the pair have 
an affectionate, pla 5 dul rapport. 

This isn’t the kind of show where the 
stars get to have all the fun, though, and 
director Austene Van fills her stage with 
exuberant performances that almost dare 
you not to smile. Van’s orphans positively 
glory in their musical hijinks, with vivid 
personality and sure comic timing. 

The songs by Charles Strouse and Martin 
Charnin are so good that it’s hard to totally 
screw this show up, and in a strong produc¬ 
tion like this one, they’re rocket fuel. Credit 
choreographer Lewis E. Whitlock III with 
fun vintage-flavored dances that the cast 
exult in, with a contagious enthusiasm that 
seems completely genuine.

Pla 3 rwright Thomas Meehan created a 
trio of villains you love to hate, and Van 
struck gold with her casting of Michele 
Ragusa as Miss Hannigan, with Britton 
Smith as Rooster and Cat Brindisi as Lily St. 
Regis. When they dance together in “Easy 
Street,” the/re as thick as thieves and slyly 
sensual. Ragusa nails her show-stopper 
“Little Girls,” while Van ensures the scene 
belongs as much to the young tormenters 
as it does to Hannigan. 

The set, based on MingCho Lee’s original 
design, whisks the action rapidly back and 
forth across New York City, with a quick 
trip to Washington and a climactic con¬ 
frontation on Warbucks’ grand staircase. 
Don Darnutzer’s lighting helps corral our 
attention in the busy tableaux, and aside from 
a little wobbly brass, musical director Jeff 
Rizzo keeps a sure hand in the orchestra pit. 

The story essentially asks us to believe 
that one little girl’s optimistic spirit pulled 
an entire country out of a rut. As America’s 
sweetheart, Gendell is a ray of unremitting 
sunshine, confident but not saccharine. The 
real star of this spectacularly entertaining 
production, though, is its director. Best- 
known as an actor. Van works wonders 
with this classic musical on the Ordway’s 
starry stage, channeling a palpable sense 
of joy. This Annie has a special spring in 
its step, making it a standout celebration 
of pure razzle-dazzle. 03
